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For Camp Grayling 
Guard Summer Training Dates Set 


The annual summer training dates for National 
Guard citizen-soldiers at Camp Grayling this year were 
announced recently by MG John A. Johnston, the 
Adjutant General, Michigan Nationa! Guard. 

Summer encampments will run from June 5th 
through August 28th, with a total of 30,626 using the 
facilities of the sprawling confines of Camp Grayling. 

According to Col. Edmund Rutkowski, Camp 
Commander. this year’s total is the largest in recent 
years to use the camp's facilities, with the largest 
group here in August when Indiana and Michigan 
combine for a total of 11,684. 

Opening the camp from June 5-19, the first of 2 
small encampments wil! consist of 81 Michigan 
guardsmen, and 114 from the 83 ARCOM, a reserve unit 
for a total of 195. 

The period of June 12-26, a total of 5,642 will be 
here for their two week training, when 2,654 from the 
Ohio Guard will be joined by 1,971 from Michigan and 


1,017 Army Reservists. 

From June 26 through July 10, 623 Michigan 
personnel will be joined by 764 from the 83 ARCOM, for 
a 1,387 total. 

Moving in for the period of July 10 to 24, 3,076 . 
Michigan Wolverines will be joined by 2,852 Ohio 
Buckeyes and 247 Reservists for a total of 6,175 using 
the camp's complex. 

From July 4-18, 170 Michigan troops will be here, 
with only 167 Reservists moving in from July 17-31, as 
the other 2 smail units use the facilities.

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State Control of 
Children’s Minds 
The revised education code of 
the Ohio School Guide, section 
7:06 reads: “For the natural 
rights of a parent to custody 
and contro! of their children are 


“subordinate to the power of the 


State to provide for the educa- 
tion of such infant children. 
Laws providing for the educa- 
tion of children are for the 
protection of the state itself.” 

In recent cases where the 
State of Ohio has brought crimi- 
nal charges against parents for 
sending thelr children to Chris- 
tlan schools, Health, Safety or 
Academic progress vas not the 
issue. For example, in the case 
of The State vs. Rev. Levi 
Whisner, the atty. for the State, 
Hugh Staley, charged Rev. 
Whisner with failure to “sub- 
scribe to philosophy of social 
conformity.” ihe state is trying 
to push a strongly humanistic 
philosophy upon the Christian 
schools which is directly con- 
trary to the Bible. 

Thank God we don't have this 
problem in Michigan yet! How- 
ever, in a sub-committee of the 
Educational Committee in the 
Michigan House of Representa- 
tives is House 8ill 5763 which 
says, “When the appropriate 
authorities of private, parochial, 
or public schools of the state 
are selecting or approving in- 
structiona!l materials that retlect 
our society either past or 
present, including but not limit- 
ed to social studies textbooks, 
the authorities shall give special 
attention and consideration to 
the degree to which the ma- 
terials reflect the pluratistic, 
multi-racial, multi-ethical and 
multi-religious nature of our 
society, both past and present. 
The authorities consistent with 
acceptable academic standards, 
shat! select those materials 
which avoid ethical, racial, 
religious or sex stereotyoing.”

It Costs More to be Poor 


Time once again for our infrequent 
strolls, barefoot among the potpourri: 

We ail know that a dollar doesn’t buy 
what it used to buy. It even costs more 
to be poor these days. 

For example, the federal labor 
depariment nas figured thai this year if 
takes almost $500 more in income to 
keep a family of four above the poverty 
level. 

The department has now set $5,500 
as the annual income level below which 
an urban family of 4 is considered poor; 
in 1975, the level was $5,050. 

A single person is considered poor if 
income falls below $2,800 a year, up 
from $2,590 last year. 

With the national teamsters labor 
contract settled without too much 
general disruption, it might 
forerunner to a year of relative labor 
peace. 

Personally | wouldn’t bet on it. 
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again, after the las of last year, and 
eye. on such items. 

Those with contracts to negotiate 
later in the year also are aware that the 
teamsters’ settlement could bring long- 
naul drivers a $10,000 pay increase over 
the next 3 years, according to some 
reports; that would bring the truckers’ 
annual pay to between $30,000 and 
$35,000, the report claims. 

The 1976 bargaining schedule in- 
volves 4.5 million workers under major 
contracts — one of the largest figures 
on record: for comparison, only 2.8 
million workers were covered by major 
contracts negotiated fast yéar. 

In the late spring, the textile workers 
and rubber workers were megotiting. tf 
May and June, some 50,000 building 
tradesmen were negotiating; Catifornta 
teamsters negotiate in June. 

Later come almost 200,000 electrical 
workers, along with meat cutters, and 
100,000 service workers in hotels and 
retail outlets. 


In this part of the country — es- 
pecially in Michigan — eyes will be on 
the auto workers contracts, which are 
up late in the year; about 800,000 
workers are directly involved. 

Add to this cauldrom the politics of 


an election year and the formula spells 


turmoil, at least of an interim nature. 
Anyway, that’s the way it looks from 


here. 
Politicians are now taking Jimmy 


Carter scricusly as a presidential 
possibility, and well they might. The 
way his opponents, both directly in the 
presidential campaign and along the 
sidelines, jumped all over him for his 
comments on “ethnic purity” certainly 
proves the point. 

Bui Carier may aiso be picking up 
some burdens he'll find difficult to 
carry. Gne of those who rushed to 
explain what Carter really meant by 
“Ethnic Purity” comment was Tom 
Wicker, columnist tor The New York 
Times. 

if Carter can survive, both the 
“ethnic purity” flap as well as late- 
blooming support such as Timesman 


Wicker's embrace, he will prove dur- 


able, | indeed. 


Closing with a public service note: 

Veterans who still have eligibility for 
training and education benefits have 
only until May 31, 1976 to get under the 
wire. 

Eligibility for benefits ceases at the 
end of 10 years from the date of release 
from active duty, except that veterans 
released between Jan. 31, 1955, and 
June 1, 1966, sti!l have until May 31 of 
this year to use benefits. 

Congress is considering a preposal 
to extend the deadline, but its future is 
in some doubt. 

Further information is available from 
federal, state or local veterans’ affairs 
offices; from most veterans’ -organiza- 
tions; or from veterans’ counselors at 
community colleges or universities.

it really was Fort Laurens, but 
the men stationed there during 
the winter of 1778-79 preferred 
to call it Fort Nonsense. 
Perhaps Fort Misery would 
have been a better name. Before 
the winter was over the remote 
outpost had attempted a mu- 
tiny, withstcod a siege dy 
British and indians, eaten dried 
beet hides and even thelr own 
moccasins, and buried the 
bodies of several of their 
comrades who had been am- 
bushed and scalped by Indians. 
The fort — built under the 
direction of General Larchlin 
Mcintosh and named for Henry 
Laurens, president of the Con- 
tinental Congress — was locat- 
ed alongside the Tuscarawas 
River near present- day Bolivar, 


Ohin Ceracatad tn a770 is 
Ohio, Ercctad tate in 1778, it 
was manned for less than a 
year, 


Mcintosh had left Fort Pitt 
with 1,200 soldiers on October 
23, 1778, intending to attack 
Wyandot Indian villages near 
Lake Erie. The iroops stopped 
at the mouth of Beaver Creek 
from October 25 to November 4 
to construct Fort McIntosh and 
then headed northward. 

During the following two 
weeks Mcintosh's army covered 
only 72 miles and reached the 
Great Crossing of the Tuscar- 
awas River about halfway be- 
tween Fort Pitt and the Wyandot 
villages ere ie general de- 
cided to build another fort so 
that he could control the region 
until spring when the march 
might be resumed. 

When work on Fort Laurens 
had progressed to the point that 
it afforded protection for the 
troops who were to garrisosi it, 
most of the army returned to 
Fort Mcintosh. Remaining at 
the fort on the Tuscarawas were 
150 men of the 13th Virginie 
Regiment and 20 from the 8th 
Pennsylvania under Colonel 
John Gibson. These men con- 
tinued work on the interior of 
the fort after the others left in 
December, but the effort was 
slowed because not all of them 
had adequate clothing to enable 
them to be outside. 

The soldiers began to openly 
grumble about “Fort Nonsense” 
and before the end of the year 
had attempted a mutiny which 
failed. 

To replenish the fort's dwind- 
ling provisions, Gibson in Jan- 
vary sent the commissary, 
Samuei Sampie, and a smaii 
detachment of troops to make 
purchases from Delaware In- 
dians at what is now Cosh- 
octon, Ohio. During the mis- 
sion, renegade Delawares killed 
and scaiped one of the soldiers; 
shot another, breaking his arm; 
shot three horses and stole two 
others along with saddles, 
blankets and other items. Chief 
Jobn Killbuck anologized and 
provided an escort to take the 
party back to Fort Laurens. 

Later that month a supply 
escort which was returning to 
Fort Pitt with messages from 
Gibson was ambushed by In- 
dians three miles from Fort 
Laurens. The unlit returned to 
the fort bul two men were killed, 
four wounded, and the soldier 
who was carrying Gibson's dis- 
patches was captured along 
with his saddlebags. The letters 
eventually found their way to 
the British at Detroit. 

In February, 19 men left the 
fort to round up some horses 
which had wandered off so thal 
they could bring in wood which 
had been cut earlier. Indians 
lying in ambush killed and 
scalped 17 of them within sight 
of the fort and took the other 
two as prisoners. The Indians, 
accompanied by British soi- 
diers, had arrived undetected in 
the vicinity of the fort the 
preceding day. 

During the neariy four weeks 
that the enemy force surround- 
ed the fort, many of the garrison 
cooked dried beef hides to eat. 
Some washer their moccasins 
and roasted them. Eventually, 
they were forced to eat roots 
and other parts of plants that 
they could find beneath the 
snow close to the fort, and 
poisonous roots killed two 
soldiers and made others ill. 

When Gibson rejected a de- 
mand that the fort surrender and 
told the British that he had 


" plenty of feod inside, the siege 


finally ended late in March. A 
few days later a relief expedition 
bringing desperately needed 
supplies arrived at the fort. The 
men of the garrison were so 
happy to see the group coming 
that they fired their guns into 
the air in celebration. Many ot 
the horses, new in military 
service, were gun-shy and gal- 
loped away. Thus, a consider- 
able amount of the supplies fell 
from the horses and was lost. 
However, the suffering of the 
men who had endured the 
winter hardships at Fort Lau- 
rens was over. With the supply 
unit were Major Ward Vernon 
and 106 soldiers of the 8th 
Pennsylvania Regiment to re- 
piace Gibson and the men of the

13th Virginia. 

Less than a week aiter they 
had arrived at Fort Laurens, two 
men of a detachment of 40 that 
had been sent out to bring in 
firewood were killed and scalp- 
ed by Indians, and it appeared 
that the new garrison was about 
lo suffer the same difficulties as 
the preceding one. The problem 
of supplying Fort Laurens didn't 
improve during the spring and 
summer either, sa all but 
Vernon and 25 men returned to 
Fort Mcintosh in May. Those 
that remained were forced to 
Hive on roots and nerps, as the 
first garrison had done, until a 
relief party arrived late in the 
month. 

Another replacement garrison 
-- 75 Maryland and Virginia 
wuups under it. Col. Ricnard 
Campbell — relieved Vernon 
and his men in June. They 
vacated the fort on August 2, 
and it was never again used as a 
military pest.

} am commenting in regards 
to the seemingly bias propa- 
ganda sent to the people by the 
Bear Archery Company. 

Robert Kelly asked the fol- 
lowing questions and supplied 
his own answers for the people 
not even connected with the 
company to gobbie up and 
choke on: i. Is Bear Archery 
open for business as usual? 
Answer: Yes, Thursday we had 
124 employees on the job. 
Comment: Kelly failed though 
to tell you that of the 124 em- 
ployees, approximately 29 hour- 
ly workers crossed the picket 
line, The balance was made up 
botween cifice and supervisory 
personnel. It seems that “most” 
is a more appropriate term than 
“some” to make up the balance 
of approximately 105 working. 

2. Is Bear Archery going to 
move out of Grayling? Answer: 
Not unless we are forced to do 
so to remain profitable. The 
impression that has been tett 
with us by the U.A.W, is a “rule 
or ruin” attitude that has no 
room in it for Grayling or its’ 
residents. Comment: {t seems 
to me that Bear Archery is right 
along with other companies to 
use their “rule or scare” attitude 
to the workers that they will 
move out every time a new 
zontract cornes up. 

3. Why did the strike occur at 
this time? Answer: Frankly, wo 
don't know and can only sus- 
pect that word came up north 
from U.A.W. headquarters to do 
so. Comment: Frankly, | don't 
see how the Bear Archery 
Company even exists with the 
recent management they have. | 
would say it's because the 
employees have given more of 
themselves than the “white 
collars” would do. Kelly doesn't 
know or care about the people 
as much as he would have you 
believe, if he doesn't even give 
the workers credit for having 
enough brains to know what 
they want and is best for each of 
thern. He doesn’t’ even give 
them credit for having enough 
pride and gumption to stand up 
for their rights and fight tor 
what they believe in. Sure the 
U.A.W. is backing them but |! 
don't think the U.A.W. head- 
quarters told them “now is the 
time to strike”. Maybe it was 
abaut time the warkers gat ta- 
gether and Uecided to stick up 
for each other. If Kelly doesn't 
undersiend thal ihe peopie can 
think for themselves, and use 
their own judgement for what is 
best for them, then how can he 
have such "dummies" working 
for the company? 

As far as “jumping the gun” 
to strike, they went longer than 
Taanagement wouid have, if the 
shoe was on the other foot. As 
far as waiting for the N.L.R.B. 
ruling, it seems, after losing 2 
previous court rulings, manage- 
ment would have the brains 
enough to suspect they would 
‘ose this one also. 

4. What about their charge 
they will not bargain? Answer: 
We think that Bear Archery's 
record speaks for itself on this 
point. Comment: But what is 
is’ record? Sure, they bargain- 
ed with the Bear Archery Em- 
ployees Association, but to 
what extent? And who did the 
association really favor, the 
employees or the company? If it 
was 50 much for the empioyees, 
why then get the UAW. to 
represent them? If the comnany 
is for the people, and want a 
nice clean record, that they are 
always willing to bargain, then 
why are they backing away and 
so unwilling to let the workers 
have who they want to represent 
them, and to bargain for what 
they want? 

Kelly gave the wage-package 
adjustments for the past 5 
years. But did he aive the 
increase of the cost of living for 
the past 5 years? Or did he give 
the adjustments in profit gained 
from each employer for the past 
5 years? He included a pension 
plan beginning in 1973. He 
failed though, to tell you, thata 
person working there for 20 
years, upon retirement age, 
would only get $60.00 a month. 

5. Just how big is Victor 
Compt.? Answer: $210,109, 286 
net sales with 5,978 employces 

6, Just how big is Victor 
Comp.? Answer: In the archery 
business, Victor is the smallest. 
Comment: Kelly compared the 
figures of net sales, employees, 
and fhourty wage (including 
hourly fringes) between Victor, 
AMF & Brunswick. Those fig- 
ures boil down to this: Victor 
has a net sales of $4757 more 
sper employee than AMF, its’ 
closest competitor. Victor em- 
ployees make $1435 more than 
AMF employees per 52 weeks at 
40 hrs. per week. 

| believe that the cost of living 
of the Grayling area compared 
to that of AMF (Texas) Is quite 
higher. So far as the Bear 
workers, are they getting any 
more after this difference is 
figured? But Victor must surely 
be profiting more than its 
competitors at $4757 per em- 
ployee more; based on net (net 
gross) sales. 

As far as the giant (U.A.W.) 
trying to take over the small 
group (Bear Archery), maybe its 
Bear Archery Division trying to 
take over the employees! 

As far as coming a long way 
together since Fred Bear first 
opened his doors, might be 
something to debate. Did the 
people gain more or Victor 
Comptometer and its manage- 
ment? | doubt if the ratio of Fred 
Bear's profit to the employees

profits, (when it was just the 
Bear Archery Company) could 
even come close to the ratio of 
Vicior Comptometer Bear Arch- 
ery Division to the employees 
now, 

tt seems Victor cares more for 
their mighty profit of the dollar 
and to lay down their biased 
rules and keep the employees 
manipulating like puppets ona 
string, than to sit down and 
listen fo reason to what the 
people are trying to tell them 
what they want and are willing 
to fight for. 

As for being anti-labor, if the 
workers told Bear management 
they would rather work without 
a union, association. or repre- 
sentatives, Victor would jump at 
the chance. They would purely 
love it, as they would be able to 
dish out their childish rules, 
hassles, and pink slips; and the 
employees would have to take it 
to keep their jobs. But with a 
union, they couldn't do that, 
and that must be what's bother- 
ing them. They would rather 
play the roil of Caesar and his 
slaves. Hopetully, Bear Archery 
and its employees will be able 
to work together. 

As for one who was born here 
and lived here all the time, | 
think Grayling has more than its 
share of honest people with the 
integrity to stick together and 
fight for what they betieve in. 

That is what made America 
yteaii A group ot people tight- 
ing for a cause to better 
themscives.
